tree  mnn,  the  efforts  made  to  secure  a 
pardon  for  him  haviug  ut   Inst  been 
erowned  w  ilh  succesa.    Public  opinion 
without  doubt  approves  Iho  anion  of 
the  governor.    When  it  bocamo  known 
ycslcrdny  that  Pond 
tho  one  remark  heard  wns,  "Well,  I'm 
glad  of  it ;  ho  Ira*  suffered  enough  for 
what  ho  did."    ll  was  known  Satur- 
day by  those  who   havo   givou  their 
timo  and  energies  to  tho  case  that  Iho 
pardon  would  be  lorthco living  Monday, 
but  ihe  sccrcl  was  well  kept,  nud  al- 
though there  was   a    geuerul  feeling 
that  tho  purdou  would  bo  granted  be- 
fore the  close  ol   Gov.   Loag's  form, 
lew  had  good  reason  to  boliovo  that  tho 
act  would  be   dono  beforo   the  latter 
port  ol  the  present  week.    Tho  rumors 
of  preparations  for   Pond's   rvccptiou , 
which  were  in  circulation    during  the 
morning,  were  received  wi'h  suspicion 
by  tho  many,  w  ilh   confidcuce  hy  thi> 
few.    At  tho  prison  itself  nothing  was 
known  of  iho  governor's  intentions. 
11c  nud  tho  .council  Vept    their  secret 
well,  only  ouc  geutlcmati  tu   the  city, 
who  found  a  neighboring  town  n  much 
pleasantcr   plnce   than   his  home 
spend  the  Snhhnth,  principally  bocnusc 
there  interviewer*  were  uukuow 
ing  direct  knowledge  of  the  movements 
contemplated  for  Christmas  morning. 

At  tho  Concord  prison,  ycslcrdny 
morning,  there  were  two  early  arrivals 
from  Worcester,  Hon.  Charles  B. 
Pratt  and  Hon.  George  S.  Barton, 
ho  had  been  selected  to  necompnny 
tho  recipient  of  cxcculivc  clemency 
from  the  prison  to  his  home.  They 
arrived  soon  after  nine  o'clock  nnd  sta- 
ted their  errand  to  Warden  Earle,  wht 
had  received  no  positive,  direct  in- 
formation of  tho  timo  contemplated  lor 
tho  act.  They  asked  to  see  the  man 
who  was  soon  to  be  set  at  liberty,  and 
their  request  he  was  summoned 
hy  the  warden,  but  not  into  the  pres- 
ence of  the  early  morning  cullers,  lie 
was  directed  by  the  wurden,  ns  he  en- 
tered his  privnte  office,  wcariug  lor  the 
!  the  prison  garb  which  he  was 
to  be  allowed  to  remove,  to 
certain  tools,  as  there  was 
.some  work  lor  him  to  do,  which  i 
would  be  necessary  to  do  immcdintcly 
The  prisoner  was  summoned  from  tbi 
kitchen,  where  he  was  engaged  w  tl 
others  preparing  a  turkev  dinner  lor  the 
inmates,  the  first  ever  prepared  on  the 
premises,  and  in  the  preparation  otwhich 
the  Worcester  prisoner  took  such  n  de- 
gree of  interest  thai  he  w  as  loth  to  leave 
bis  work  to  others  to  cngajre  upon  any- 
new-  undertaking.  The  tools  he  was  di- 
rected by  the  warden  to  bring  were  a 
rule,  a  square,  a  compass,  a  bit  and 
stoekaod  wrench,  nnd  when  he  return- 
ed with  these  he  entered  the  warden's 
presence  just  as  the  messenger  bring- 
ing ihc  long  and  anxiouily  looked  for 
document  lrom  bis  excellency,  which 
would  make  powerless  iron  bars  nnd 
stone  walls,  arrived.  Warden  Karlo 
received  the  prisoner  good-nnturedly 
when  he  entered,  telling  him  'here 
were  two  gentlemen  in  the  adjoining 
room  who  hod  got  work  for  him.  aad 
wviled  him  to  begin  with  a  good 
ol  tools.  Entering  tlio  room  us  di- 
rected he  saw  for  tho  first  time  Messrs.

Our  children 
do  not  think  enough,  memo  ruing  some 
body  s  else  thoughts  make  up  most  of 
their  lessons.  Teach  them  to  be  origi- 
nal, and  not  let  text  books  and  teach 
ers  do  their  thinking  for  them.  We 
want  them  to  grow  up,  thinking  men 
and  (women  and  not  parrots.  Mili- 
tary discipline,  is  not  the  beginning 
and  end  of  a  school.  We  care  nothing 
for  the  form,  whether  from  the  world 
of  a  Normal  School  or  the  college. 
Give  us  a  teacher  who  is  intelligent 
and  brim  full  of  common  sense,  with 
an  eye  to  the  practical  side  of  a  child's 
life,  and  an  educatioa  that  will  cut  his 
eve  teeth  and  sharpen  his  wisdom  teeth 
so  that  when  be  goes  out  into  the 
world,  be  will  not  be  a  dreamer,  or  a 
parasite,  living  on  the  brains  or  wits  of 
others,  bat  head  an  independent, 
thoughtful  and  practical  life,  and  that 
is  what  we  want  in  Marshfield.
